Jack Shelley Asks 
For Quake & Flood 
Damage Insurance 


| Congressman John F. Shelley, 
jof San Francisco introduced a 
bill, H.R. 8495, in Congress on 
January 16 to provide for na- 
{tional earthquake and flood dis- 
jaster insurance. 

H.R. 8495, which Shelley in- 

|troduced at the request of sev- 
‘eral constituents, provides for 
real and personal property in- 
surance against losses caused by 
earthquakes and floods for 
which “no reasonable insurance 
protection is presently offered 
|by private enterprise.” 
Under provisions of this sub 
jan “earthquake and flood dis. s- 
ter insurance corporation” will 
be set up empowered to enter 
into insurance and reinsurance 
contracts as well as grant dis- 
aster loans at low premium 
rates, 

The proposed corporation will 
utilize private insurance com- 
panies and banks as agents to 
carry out the functions of the 
act whenever possible.

When you buy a new car, 
here’s how to make sure you 
get what service you can under 
the skimpy warranty:

END OF AN ERA, we like to 
say, when a man dies who has 
had a great influence on his 
times. 


The death of H. L. Mencken 
does not, however, mark the 
end of an era. The era of 
Menckenism ended a long time 
ago, the exact date being still a 
matter of argument. 


And while he remained too 
dynamic a figure ever to be- 
come a “forgotten man”, he was 
probably pretty much unknown 
to the younger generation of 
today. 


To the college lads and lasses 
before and after the first world 
war, Mencken was the sign and 
symbol of a bright new day. 


“The Smart Set” of that day, 
brainchild of Mencken and 
George Jean Nathan, was the 
Bible of a sort of New Freedom, 
a final emancipation from the 
few remaining shackles of Vic- 
torianism. 


He brought to the young peo- 
ple of that day a new attitude 
toward life, a new vocabulary, 
and perhaps a “superiority com- 
plex” even greater than that 
which most younger generations 
have toward their bearded eld- 
ers. 


That younger generation is 
now the older generation of to- 
day. But because of two world 
wars and because of the speed- 
ing up of social and technologi- 
cal change, neither the older 
nor the younger generation feels 
so sure of itself as they did in 
that far-off simpler time when 
Mencken startled his stodgy 
world. 

As our knowledge has in- 
creased, so has our humility. We 
know too much to think that 
we know it all. 

Only time will tell whether 
Mencken had a lasting effect on 
his times. 

None will deny, however, that

Angelo Bruzzone Visits Italy; Says 
Our Kind of Trade Unionism Needed 


Angelo Bruzzone, Milk Drivers & Dairy Employees 302, who 


Journal: 

After spending a few weeks in 
Italy one gets an impression of 
a people that are gay and yet 
again serious. I have spoken to 
a variety of people, some con- 
servative, some a little to the 
left and just a small percent 
that are completely left. The 
latter are dogmatic about their 
beliefs and they won't listen to 
reason, the fault lies in propa- 
ganda. 

But the majority of the peo- 
ple are very open minded but 
they know so little about us it 
is a pity. I read the latest edi- 
tion of Readers Digest and the 
first article is “Run Again Ike” 
and it includes a poem by the 
author about the greatness of 
Eisenhower. Believe me it may 
sound good at home but the 
majority of people I have 
spoken to know little or nothing 
about him. They know more 
about Truman and Stevenson, 
and think they are good men. 
But about Ike they say he may 
be all right, but he is a general 
and they have a fear of any- 
thing or anybody that is mili- 
tary. 

Feelings here are divided be- 
tween the Communists, Social- 
ists, and Democrats. But at 
heart the people are democratic 
they try various other methods 
because they are searching for 
one that can give them a decent 
way of life. I think that the 
trade unions of ours can help a 
igreat deal in keeping this coun- 
try from going completely com- 
munist. 

There is a hunger here for 
unionism and organization such 
as ours. We should send some 
of our men here to assist them 
in this field. I have just spoken 
with the liberal unionist offi- 
cials and we exchanged a few 
ideas, as far as I can gather 
they are backed by the present 
|government.

Wakes Up Hearers to Problem 


The CIO half ‘of the celebrated family of labor twins 
certainly contributed an able’ man to the brains treasury in 
lthe person of Ted Silvey, the expert on automation some of 


jus had the privilege of hearing last week through the courtesy 
|of State CIO President Manuel Dias. 


A report of Silvey’s talk will be found on the first page 
of this issue of East Bay Labor Journal. But the reporter felt 


jit was impossible to convey in print the combination of knowl- 


edge of abstruse theory with knowledge of the practicai prob- 
lems of labor unions which Silvey displayed. 

Silvey feels that labor unions which are at all affected by 
automation—and it begins to look as though we're all going 
to be affected—will find it necessary to negotiate with man- 
agement for management-labor committees plant by plant or 
industry by industry to consider in close detail the problems 
which will come up as automation increases. Moreover, he 


jthinks that a new type of trade union specialist will come on 
|the scene, a specialist in automation and in its industrial, eco- 


nomic, and social implications. 
Silvey cited some of the problems that come up. 


Here's one of them. A man aged 55 comes to work one 
morning and finds that the big complicated multiple-purpose 
machine he's been using his great skill to operate for years 
is replaced with one which merely asks that the right tape be 
put on to produce a needed part. These tapes are kept on 
spools in a cupboard. If you want 92 parts of one kind, just 
put the right tape on and set the machine for 92 parts. Then 
if you want 103 parts of another kind, just put another tape 
on. So what does that man aged 55 do with his skill? 
Another kind of problem: 16 persons have been carrying 
on a certain factory operation. Automation is introduced to 
handle that operation. Instead of dropping the original 16 
people, 14 more are put on. But now the 30 people produce 
11 times more than the 16 people did! Think of what that 
means in terms of the rise of the production flood! 


In another case 29 persons are dropped through a new

Silvey makes it plain that despite all possible exercise of 
ingenuity and cooperation between management and unions, 
there will be a hard core of workers whose hands get “caught 
in the crack” as the heavy door of automation swings. So 
there will be legislation required to provide for rehabilitation, | 
retraining, readjustment, or whatever you wish to call it. 

These are difficult problems, and as Silvey says, they are 
going to come cascading on us. So naturally some of the 
union representatives who were fortunate enough to hear 
him asked if arrangements could be made to have him come 
jand speak to their unions. Whether or not that can be ar- 
iranged for the future, it is plain that we're all going to have
